Sovon liundrcd and ono thouBand 
flevcn hundred and tea dollars 
and oij^hiy couta aro asked by 
Govornmout to defray its oxpcnsos 
for tho year 1SG7, Eatimaling tho 
ontiro whi'.o populalion at six ihou- 
eand, tbo sum meaiiH tlio enormous 
rate of luxation of S120 for ovory

united Gulony. it is .said that tigurob 
oanaot iio j but whoa tho appaling 
to tal flii'shod across tho wires on Friday 
last, we felb certain ihat in this case 
thoy had boon guilty of a dolibcrato, 
-vrioked, ebamoleas unlrath— that tho 
0t&temoQb was a vile attempt to 
annoy and ansettle the pablio mind 
and oreato a senaalion. Bat tho gulf 
tifceamer on Saturday brought lull 
tioafirmstion of tbo appalling tclo» 
gram, and on the rodpeoiable author- 
ity the Qovernment Gazette, wo again 
aunouaco that );70i,710 80 coots aro 
required lor tbo public revenue, and 
thatj after exhausting all uvailubiu 
Bourcos of rovenuo within tho grasp 
of ib<5 Govern iiuMit, tl-.cro will still bo 
a defltjioiiey of S2G,000 to bo moi 
by addiiional taxation. Tho ox- 
poodituro of tlio Govern inoiit of tbo 
mainland for 18G5 was 8825,509 GT ; 
tho ostimatod cxpendiluie for itiuG 
was S7-3,oUG, uf which last amouui 
$230,000 wore cxnondud on work^ of 
publio utility. Wo had been promised 
iietroiichment and Amalgamaiion by 
His Excolloiicy ; let us consider bow 
far that promitio has been kept. Tno 
Balaries of all tho clerks havo boon 
reduced nnd ponic of tho barnaelos 
removed ; the Governor has volun- 
tarily thrown off S2;j00 of his salary, 
and the Colonial Secretary, Attorney 
General, Treasurer, Cbiet Comniis- 
Bionor of Jjanda and Works, Collector 
of GuBtoms, Chief Jispoctor of Police 
and Registrar General volunteered 
ft roduct on in their salaries of ten 
per cent', or au aggregate sum of 
$2842 50. In tho Estimatos as sent 
down to the Council, tho salary of each 
head of department is loft blank and 
a noto that " tho salary is provided 
under Crown Officers Act, 1863," im- 
plies ibat with tho official salaries tho 
Council has nothing to do, that it is 
fiimply ospected to vote the Estimates 
as they aro laid before it, and then go 
about its business, is quito true 
that in 1863 the Imperial Parliament 
in Uttor ignorance of tho true slato of 
affairs' existing in tho then colony of 
BritisbJOolumbia, did fix the salaries 
of tho oQiciiilB by enactment; but is 
that any reason why tho otlicials 
should continue to receive witbin ten 
per cont, of tbo salaries paid thorn in 
Other and more prosperous limes ? or 
that thoy ehould absoluicly refuse to 
submit their salaries to the r( prosen- 
tatives of tho tax paying class for 
tfieir Epproval, rejection or reduction ? 
The contemptuous manner in which 
thoy propose to treat the Council 
exhibits an utter want of sympathy 
with tho depressed people to whom 
they look lor their " daily broad," 
and displays a disposition to exact 
the last drop of blood from tho body 
politic without rogard to the duty 
thoy owe tbo Colony in which thoy 
havori^en to posi ion and wealth. Com- 
menciog with tho salary of Governor 
and travelling down tho long list 
of figures, wo find nothing to inspire 
us with hopo for tho future good or 
economica! govcrnmont of tho coun- 
try. Tho reduction of ?2500 with 
which His Excellency is crediled, is 
really no redu^'iion at all. In tho 
" Crown Ollicers Act, IBG.i," (Jovernor 
Seymour was allowed Sl''i,00i). In 
1865, while laboring uniiir a severe 
paroxyHin of toadyism, ihe Jjogislalivo 
('ouncil^ — lhree-l()url!is of whom were 
officials — decided lo raise the Gubor- 
niitorial salary to siiU.OUO. This ad- 
dition tho Governor Jeclined to accojit 
(modcHt man I) hut referred the 
question to tho ilomo Govorinnent, 
which having no data before it con- 
cerning thd mainland, except highly 
Seasoned dishoH like tho i'aiis Loiter, 
and believing from tho vote that the 
country must bo in a state ol wonder- 
ful prosperity readily guve tbo 
required oongent, and Mr Seymour 
has HiDCe rejoiced in t^i" possession oi 
a salary of ^20,000, notwithstanding 
be has been well awaro that the 
country was running a race with tho 
OODStublo and was being rapidly dis - 
tanced in tho unequil conlest. 
Ono h/ilf of th;H imi)roper inoroaHo, 
His Excellency projioscs to refund; 
but how or in what way does ho pro- 
pose 10 do ho '/ By dropiiing it from 
hia fcnlary on one piifjo and ai king for 
it on the next "for cij)cih'ics incurred 
i?i visiting Victouia and the iriiorior I" 
But not only does the lie'.renolimont 
policy fail to reach His E.N-ceileiicy, 
hot whoro $'Jl,'.):^f) v/ero doomed suflU 
oient for hlfl purposos last year, 
710 ftre required thle. Tho olerkB Jja 



every det)^tmont havo BUtfoied I'c- 
morselostfly, and if tho " bi^ fish" wore 
made to suffer in iho oarao ratio, no 
ono would bo found to romonslrato 
with tho acts of ;.tho Governor or 
call into question his deoroasod oxpcn'- 
diture. The Eotreuchment policy of 
tho Governor has proved a failure, 
simply bccauBo he has not insisted 
upon a liberal reduction of the salaries 
oi those under him, and becausei^he has 
still two many dorks, constables, 
magistratea and gold commissioners 
scattered over the country. Hia policy 
of " amalgamating certain offloes " 
has also ended in failure— only the 
offices of Begistrar and Postmaster 
General having been united. In short, 
it would bo diflSoolt to point in any 
Colony to more feeble, unl^^ir and cul- 
pable dttcuipts at reforming abuses 
than havo been made by Governor 
Seymour, who knows, as well us wu 
can tell bini, that tho Colony cauno'. 
pay more than 6500,000 for tho cur- 
rent year, and barely that sum. To 
talk of Kolroncbment ii.> tho leoLh 
of the array of figures sent down to 
tho UouBo on ^VedIlesday, is to ai^ 
tompt toboodwink iho jieople. With 
Governor Soyiiioiir Iletronchment 
is a play upon words, and to claim 
that a succosstul allenipl has bucn 
made to bring it about, is to insult ihu 
common sense of the coloniHts. Eor 
works of public utility, upon which 
$o(i7,lOi3 were voted in J8G5, Ihcie 
will only bo S5G,-l00 expended ; and 
ihoro is where tho " Eeironchmciil " 
lies— in tho stoppage of works llml 
would havo given Timployment to hiin- 
dreds. There has been no real, bona 
fide Ketronchmcnt. A few clorks havo 
bad their salaries cut down and sev 
oral havo beon dismissed ; but the 
Governor^ and his staff have taken 
care that their pay shall not suffer n 
proportionate diminution, and thorc' 
tore they decline to submit tboir 
salaries to the Council, or to make 
them the subject of dobato. Tho mo- 
lion by Mr DoCosmos, for roturna of 
revonuo and expendiuiro of last year, 
will, wo trust, biing the mailer jiro- 
porly boloro the Council. In addil on 
to tho Governor we havo the Colonial 
Secretary demanding Sl3,7-l0 ; the 
Treasurer, for interest, linking fund, 
redemption bonds, clc, SoOO,-l l2 ; iho 
Assay Ollico, which last yaw est Ihe 
country S-l.TfjC, and only received 
SI, 815— a clear loss of S,294l — comes 
in for ^3,750. ^Ilis Excellency deemed 
it necoBsary to ask tho Council if it 
thought it advisahio to continue this 
propperou3 OBtabliahmont !) Tho Au- 
ditor General requires S5,710 to exam., 
ine the accounts ; and the Chiot Com- 
missioner of Jiands and Works asks 
the Colony to provide him with s82,> 
814— 811,400 of which will go to patch 
ap and brace thetumbledowuthantioB 
at the Camp, and S45,000 for the rc. 
pairs of roads, streets, and bridges; 
the CuHoms Collector wants Sl5,221, 
or about four per cent., for collecting 
SlOO,000 duties ; tho Registrar Gen- 
eral asks $4,590 for taking care of our 
title deeds j the Harborinastor, ?G,700 
for piloting Malaccas over tho snnd- 
heads and keeping tho lighthouses 
supplied. Tho Poslal service (orroiij 
coualy set down as Posloilice) wanis 
35G,2-10. Judic'al E tablishinenls 
(nothing is sot down for Ibc island,) re 
quire >2'),325. Ecclesiastical esiab- 
Ii^hmenl8 are very pro|)erly cm oil 
without a shilling.

New Yoiiic, Feb 14 — The Herald's cable 
special says : 

The London Rtforni dciiionGtration of Alon- 
day was a great succes.s, American, French 
and Italian flags were carried, aud tlio Lego, 
tions cheered. Yankee Doodle, John Brown, 
the Marseilles and Garibaldi hymns were- 
piayed by the bands. Tho Prince of Wales 
witnessed the procession from the windows 
of the United Service Club, but received no 
cheers. There was a suporb reception at the 
American Kinbaaay ; all llio member'! of the 
procession took off their !iat!) us thoy passed. 
Among tbo banners were — '' No eurrender !" 
"Liberty!" "P^qualily!" "Manhood Suf« 
frngo !" " Serfdom is Iiifamou>i !" " The 
Voice of the People cannot bo ignored with 
saloty !" " Taxation without Representation 
is a Fraud 1" "Liberty for those who date 
demand it I" " Trust in God and keep your 
powder dry !" 

On Thursday afternoon the House of Coiu- 
mons was crowded to heai' Iho expected un- 
nouncemerit of tho Government prograuimo. 
Ditraeli delivered a long historical essay on 
reform and the constitution. At the close of 
bis speech he said that Government would 
introduce resolutions to test the seuse of Par- 
liament before presenting a Reform Bill, 
Tiio resolutions arc vague and unEnti^faClory. 
They merely st;. te general principles. 

Gladstone, in a few remarks, accopled the 
Government plan of proceeding, but pro- 
tcsied against delay.
